TiIay it please Your Ma.iesty, 

We, the undersigaed Visitors of the College of Maynooth, in pursuance 
of the provisions of the Act passed in the session held in the eighth and ninth 
years of Your Majesty’s reign, entitled “An Act to amend two Acts passed in 
Ireland for the better Education of Persons professing the Roman Catholic. 
Religion,” &c. •, and also “An Act passed in the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom for amending the said two Bills,” held, on Monday, November the 
8th, 1847, a Visitation of said College. 

We assembled in the Professors’ House at 12 o’clock, and having arranged 
the order of the Visitation, proceeded to the Great Hall of the College, where 
the Superiors, Professors, and students w'ere assembled. 

The names of the Superiors, Professors, and students Tvere called oyct hy the 
senior Dean *, 18 Superiors and Professors answered to their names. One, the 
Reverend Doctor Murray, Professor of Theology, was absent from sickness. 
512 students were present, 4 absent from ill-health. 

We inten-ogated the President, if he had any complai^ or any statement to 
make that called for the interference of the Visitors. The President replied, 
that he had none to make; that he had never knoivn the community m a more 
satisfactory state. 

We put the same question to the Superiors, Professors, and students, to 
which no answer w'as returned. 

We then announced to the community, that if any cause of complmnt 
should arise in the College before the next Visitation, whether it affected the 
Superiors, Professors, or students, we would receive a.nd attend to such 
complaint, authenticated hy the signature of the complainant, and foi warded to 

any of us. , , . i ... -rv 

We inquired if the oath of allegiance was taken by the students. The 
President\eplied, that all who had entered the College before the last 
sessions, ha/ taken the oath ; that those who had entered since had not taken 
it having no opportunity, but shall take it at the next quartei sessions. ^

2 THIRD REPORT of VISITORS of MAYNOOTH COLLEGE. 



The President answered, that the Halls were somewhat improved; that an 
additional Hall was boarded since the last Visitation, making six boarded Halls 
now in the College. That the students’ rooms were in the same condition as 
at that period. That some improvements were made in the Refectory, and in 
the Chapel ; and that the dietary continued the same as detailed in the Report 
of the last Visitation. 

After these inquiries, we proceeded to inspect the Halls, the Refectory, and 
the new buildings, and concluded the Visitation at half-past 4 o’clock. 

We beg leave to refer to our Report of the Visitation in June last for par- 
ticulars, which we deem superfluous to state here, the circumstances in every 
department of the College being precisely the same as at that period. 

We consider the result of the Visitation on the whole satisfactory, save in 
reference to the new buildings which, on inspection, we regret to find so little 
advanced that all the foundations are not yet laid.
